RECIDIVISM RATES 


The U.S. spends $31,000 to 
incarcerate someone every year. 


Prison education reduces the 54% 
recidivism rate by 40%.

Offered 14 classes to 320 women and men at 6 prisons 
e Issued 147 Continuing Education Certificates 
e Received $160,000 in outside grant funding 


e Hosted 2 visiting artists and scholars virtually and in person

e Directed 3 student internships
